The claims are drawn to methods of comparing DNA fingerprints of poinsettia plant by 
AFLP wherein the fingerprints comprise a set of amplified polymorphic restriction fragment that 
include SEQ ID NO 12, 20-24, 34-35, and 37. The claims are free of the cited prior art because 
the cited prior art does not teach nor render obvious a set of amplified polymorphic restriction 
fragments that include SEQ ID NO 12, 20-24, 34-35, and 37. The closest prior art is Ling in 
view of Barcaccia as defined by Dice, however Ling in view of Barcaccia as defined by Dice 
does not teach nor provide any motivation to include the claimed amplified polymorphic 
restriction fragments of SEQ ID NO 12, 20-24, 34-35, and 37.
